New  orders  for  manufactured  products  of  $54.1 
billion  in  February  registered  an  increase  of  $900 
million  over  the  January  total  of  $53.1  billion,  after 
seasonal  adjustment,  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today. 

The  durable  goods  new  orders  at  $30.5  billion 
indicated  an  $800  million  increase  for  the  month. 
This  increase  was  primarily  attributable  to  the 
aerospace  and  machinery  industries.  The  nondurable 
goods  sector  increased  $100  million  to  $23.6  billion 
as  most  industries  reported  new  orders  slightly 
above  their  January  levels.  New  orders  for  the 
supplementary  series  on  machinery  and  equipment 
reached  $6.3  billion  in  February  compared  with  $6.2 
billion  in  January.  Orders  for  the  defense  products 
series  rose  nearly  $400  million  to  $2.2  billion  in 
February;  and  consumer  durable  goods  industries 
also  recorded  an  increase  to  $2.2  billion  in  February.

SHIPMENTS 

Manufacturers'  shipments  at  $53.5  billion  rose 
$700  million  with  almostallof  the  increase  occurring 
in  the  durable  goods  sector.  While  most  durable 
industry  groups  increased,  the  more  substantial  gains 
occurred  in  the  transportation  equipment  and  non- 
electrical machinery  industries.  February  ship- 
ments of  nondurable  goods  were  virtually  unchanged 
from  the  January  total  of  $23.5  billion.  (SEE

UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  for  durable  goods  at  $85.0  billion 
continued  their  increases  for  the  seventh  consecutive 
month  as  new  orders  exceeded  shipments  by  $500 
million  in  February.  A  significant  decline  in  back- 
log for  fabricated  metal  products  was  more  than 
offset  by  the  substantial  increase  in  aerospace 
orders.  There  were  moderate  increases  in  most  of 
the  other  major  durable  industry  groups.  For  all 
durables  the  larger  increase  in  shipments  than  in 
backlog  resulted  in  a  slight  decrease  of  the  unfilled 
orders  -  shipments  ratio  to  3.17  in  February  from 
3.22  in  January.    (SEE  CHART  3) 


INVENTORIES 

Total  inventories  held  by  all  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  February  rose  to  $89.3  billion  compared 
with  $88.9  billion  at  the  end  of  January.  Since  ship- 
ments also  increased,  the  inventories  -  shipments 
ratio  at  1.67  months  was  virtually  unchanged  from 
1.68  for  January.  The  inventories  of  durable  goods 
manufacturers  increased  $200  million  to  $58.1  billion 
and  the  nondurable  sector  increased  by  a  similar 
amount  to  $31.2  billion.  For  all  manufacturing 
industries  combined,  a  $200  million  decrease  in 
materials  and  supplies  was  more  than  offset  by  a 
$300  million  increase  in  work-in-process  anda$300 
million  Increase  in  finished  goods  and  stocks.  (SEE
